The British Empire Exhibition has run 
its course—so far, that is, a8 L924 is col- 
cerned. The time'is at hand when some- 
thing in the nature of a balance shett 
must be struck, not only by the Exhibi- 
tion organisers, but by individual ex- 
hibitors, and the questions be answered: 
“Was it worth while? Have known re" 
aults justified the great experiment!” 
What the effect of the Exhibition has 
been on the thirteen or fourteen million 
visitors can only-bo mattter for speci- 
lation and opinion. That it has been a 
great educational -foree is unquestioned ; 
that it has generated a sense of Empire 
in thousands who hitherto had given no 
thought to the Empire's story, the 
‘achievements which have made it what 
ig is, or’ the possibilities of the future is 
fairly certain; that it has been an object 
lesson not to Britons alone is undoubted. 
Tt has been the occasion of reunions 
which canno$ fail tobe of the utmost 
significance to Empire unity, and it has 
attracted so many people to London that 
the crowd of visitors have been hailed as 
) proof of the popularity of the Metropolis 
as'a holiday resort! From the senti- 
mental ‘point of view it has been o trium-} 
phant .succrss, which even the —¢ceen: 
tricities of the British climate could uot 
discount. It would. ‘baye been worth 
while on, that ground alone. ” 

Yew iNDUSTRIES STARTED. - 


* But has it been worth while from the 
strictly business standpoint? As to the 
reaults for those who backed the enter- 
rise wecan only hope that they will not 
‘aye scrious cause to be dissatisfied: As! 
to the results for the exhibitors, there 
js reason-to believe that they wero 80/ 
instumtly ‘satisfactory, that not long alter 
the opening many who, having no faith 
in the Exhibition, had refused to “! come 
in,’ were vager to know whethei ‘space f 
could still be found for them. A more 
conclusive proof of the business-getting 
capacity jot the Exbibition could not be 
conesived. ,The Princo of Wales happily 
summed up the Exhibition as the Em- 
pire’s shop window; it has been some- 
thing more than a display; those who 
came to.’see haye stayed to buy or‘to 
order.’ For. years to come the business 
opened up at Wembley will react onthe 
work-a-day lives of men’ and women thou- 
sands-of miles distant, and it should be 
many a long day before the benefits of 
Wembley will be exhausted. Established 
industyies have made. new ~ connections; 
new industries been started. Thus a

diligently, at a British Empire Exhibi- 
tion, for the British Government Pavi- 
lion; to find ityventually, in no dominat- 
ing position at the centre, 
on the fringe of things; and to sce it, 
for all its leonine-simplicity and intrinsic 
interest, Outmeasured, and outshone ‘by 
many », Dominion building. The un- 
familiar perspective and proportion give 
food and life to thought. The Wembley 
habit is the surest precipitant of that: 
cloudy view’ of Empire, which sees in its 
distant ‘lands ‘little more than sources 
of a certain amount of wheat, wool, and 
mutton, and divides their inhabitants 
roughly into bands of athletes, curiously 
nicknamed, who appear from time to dis- 
turb our -dream of supremacy in sport, 
white men, wearing ‘strange hats and 
speaking quaint variants of the Mother- 
tongue, and ‘black men of eve: shade.

Strong big teeth can 
obviously not grow in a narrow weak jaw.

of line. The two biting surfaces may not 
meet and proper chewing will ‘be impas- 
sible. Teeth in that: position cannot be 


{properly exercised, and they will very 


soon become loose and fal) out, or will; 
decay, 


. The instincts of animals ‘and of babies 
promps them to demand hard work for] 
their gums und teeth. A baby brought 
up on the bottle will suck his thumb or 
his, big toe, and small children fed on 
pap will suck their fingers, will’ bite | 
pencils and pen-bolders, will chew a piece 
of india-rubber for’ hours, will chew forks 
and spoons, pieces: of ' wood—in short, 
anything. 

4OMETHING TO CHEW. 

We give hard biscuits and bones to our 
puppics — chewing is good for-their 
teeth, and if we neglect doing this, pup- 
pies. will chew our béots, odd pieces of 
wood, ete. We' have not the sense to give 
our babies something, to. chew. ‘On’ the 
contrary, we punish our children for 
sucking. their atiiubs and. chewing 
spoons. 

When children grow "up they ‘are 
‘taught to’ cut the crust “off the bread, 
eating only the crumb. Sandwiches are 
habitually. served without the crust. 
Meat an vegetables are boiled until they 
assume the consiatency of pap, and we 
complain if we are given vegetables or 
Meat or bread which require ‘chewing- 
The only things that men chew are pipes 
and ‘cigars, but by the time we have 
reached the smoking age it is too late to 
undo the mischief already done. 


The nation has jbecome weak-jawed, 


-Fand our weak' jaws‘are filled with weak 


and diseased gums and teeth. Dental 
deeay and pyorrhea are universal, but} 
they were absent before the advent of the 
age of pap, Skullsi collected on. old 
battlefields and churchyards show magni- 
ficent sets of teeth set within strong 
square jaws, . 

Before the advent of the age of .pap, 
pape people possessed jaws and tceth 
as good as those of the native races. 
bigi derehpment ~of British dentiatry 
is, not. an achievement but is a reproach. 
No dentists are needed among African 
and other natives.

Both 
nose and chin are almostvuseless. Such 
people cannot breathe through their noses
